= the firlt Covenant Exodus 18. and 
74 ISI Denteroncmy 4. there you may ſee how 
Y Pa the people was taught the ſtatutes of the 
Lord, and what they was to obſerve, 
and what they was not. The Prieſts 
CE V3 lips was to preſerve knowledge of the 
people,aud they ſhould take the Law at his mouth, for un- 
der this Prieſthoud the people received the Law, now this 
Law before changed,and the Prieſthood changed, the Law 
by which the Prietthood was made. And in this firſt Cove- 
nant there was ordinances and ftatutes; but the ſecond 
Prieſthood being come who Ces prophelied of, who 
had the ordinances and ſtatutes, which he gave to the 
Prieſts, and to others to teach to the people, who ſaw be- 
yond them, for he ſaw Chritt whom the people ſhould 
heare, and the Prophets ſaw beyond thoſe figures and or- 
dinance, and they ſaw Chriſt ; and «vid ſaw beyond 
them, and he ſaw Chriſt, which when Chriſt came whom 


they ſaw, who blotted out the hand-writing of ordinances

which formerly had been taught the people. And they 


was tO teach them ore another, and te: ch their ngighbour, 


and their brother, and their children them,ard write upon 
the pofts and ſtones, and upon the walls, and make frinves 
vpon their garments,to put them in remembrarce of them. 
But Chriſt come the lecond Covenant, the everlaſting Co- 
verant, the firſt Covenant that is not everlaſting in which 
was ordinar.ces. wh.ch be blotted them our. 

| Now where the light 1s received, Chriſt is received the 
Covenant of God, and this lets every one ſee the firlt Co» 
verant (and the firſt Covenant in which is ordirances, 
and the Prielts lips thac mult preſerve knowledge, the light 
that comes from Chriſt, let ſee this, the change of this 
Priefthood who was to keep knowledge to teach the peo- 
ple, the people was to ſeek at his lips, and to ſee the de- 
caying of the firſt covenart which is not everlaſting, and 
(Chriſt which was to blot out the hand writing of ordi- 
nance, which te contrary to us which be in the light. So 
who be in the Covenant of light, ſees the firſt Prieſthood, 
whoſe lips was to preſerve knowledpe, the firſt Coverant 
decaying, and the ordinarces blotted out, theſe that be in 
thelighr, inthe new heart know God, and need not teach 
every man his neighbour, ſaying, know the Lord ; for he 
that bath received the light, hath received Covenant with 
God, and growing up in the light, he 1s taught of Chriſt, 
and growes up in his knowledge, and he it is that pre- 
{erves his knowledge, and not the firft Priefthood, and he 
it is that gives him an underſtanding ; and not the firlt 
Priefthood, ard he it is that gives him life ; and not the 
firſt Prieſthood, and he ir is that is the way ; ard not the: 
firtt Prietthood, for the firit Priefihood doth decay, and 
from him it is that he hath his food ; and not from the 
firtt Prieſthood, which is changed, and could not continue 
by reaſon of death, 

So Gd at ſunary times ayd in divers manners, ſpake in 

2imes paſt to our fathers by the Prophets, but now in theſe laſh 
dayes hath ſpoken to 115 by the voyce of his Son, who $5 heire uf 


all. 
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all thizgs, and upnolds all things by the word of bis power, who 
18 the brightneſſe of his olory, and the expreſſe image of his 
perſon, ard this now 1s witneſſed, H-:o.1. And Mijes {1irh 
that ſaw beyond his ordinances, his ftatu-es, his figures. 
A Prophet will the L1zd raiſe np like unto him, and every 
one that will not beare this Prophet ſhruld be cut FF, marke ; 


| and he that heares this Prophet that Ao/es ſaid God. 


would raiſe up, heerect) him chat blotteth out all the hand- 
writing of ordinances, and he it is that preſerves his know- 
ledge, now he that doth not heare him, this Prophet which 
God hath raiſed up which AZ:/es ſpoke of, who followes 
the decaying things, the cl; ingeable Prieſthood,and pleads 

for the ordinances that Chriſt blotted out, as you are tur- 

ned to the light, to this Prophet may fee with that which 
gave forth Scriptures, rhe {tatutes of them that be our of 

the life of it, and the Jewes which hold up the firſt Priett- 
hood, and the ordinance and the firſt Covenant, forin 
theſe was their life, 7;4# 6. And Chriſt told them he was 
the bread of life, which come down from above ; an4 faid, 
is it not written in the Prophets they ſhall be all caught of 
God. Ard.was there not in the firſt Prieſthood; that was 
ro teach one another, to ſay know the Lord, and know his 
ordinances, and know his Lawes, and was not this in this 
Art Priefthood, and firſt Covenant, now Chrilt the fe- 
cond Prieſthood, the ſecond Covenant, the Prophet that 
Aoſes faw that the people ſhould heare, which lighteth e- 
very man that cometh into the world, that all. men through 
him might believe, he ſ:1th here it tis written in your Pro- 
phets, ye ſhall be all tavght of God, every one therefore 

chat hath heard and learned of the father comech unto me, 
mirke , he that hach heard and learned of the Father com- 
eth unto me ſaith Chriſt who is the way to the father, now 
them that bath not heard nor learned of the father, mur- 
mored againſt Chritt and would not come to him. And 
did not God ſay when he had raifed up his Propket which 
Atofes ipoke of, that God would raife up that the people 
ſhould heare, doth not God ſay thisis my beloyed Son 
heare. 
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heare you him in all things, and doth not Chriſt fay learn® 
of me, 1 am the way the truth and the life, who blotted out 
allche hand writing of ordinarices triumphing over them, 
the end of the Law to every one that doth believe in him 
for righteoufneſſe ſake, the end of the Priefthood that 
could not continue by reaſon of death , he is who lives for 


ever, and the end of the firſt Covenant that decayes, he is 
the everlaſting Covenant that decayes nor, who is Gods: 


Covenant of light, of life, of peace to his people, thar all 
through him might believe. 

And who are come hither ſhall know the Lord, and the 
blotting out of ordinances, and the changing of the Law, 
by which they were made, and the diſanulling of the com- 
mand which they had to take tithes of the people, and ſees 
theſe ordinances blotted out which the people was taught, 
and fees that which did preſerve knowledge, that Prieſt- 
hood at whoſe lips the people was to ſeek the Law at his 
mouth. He that was made by a Law, that Law changed, 
and that Prieſthood changed alſo, fo thatis the changeable 
the light which comes from the unchangeable diſcovers it, 
and they that are come to Chriſt the treaſury of wiſdome 
and knowledge, ſees the end of the firſt, you are come to 
the beginning, who is the heire of all things, who was glo- 
rified with the father before the world began, Gods Co- 
venant of light, life, and peace with his people, his ever- 
taſting Covenant, and who are here need not ſay, know 
the Lord, but ſhall witneſle the everlaſting Covenant, and 
have the Law of God written in their hearts according to 
his promiſe, and ſuch as are come hither to Chriſt the ſe- 
cord Prieſthood, the everlaſting Covenant, him that blot- 
ted out the hand writing of ordinances ; Chriſt rold them 
they ſhould be halled before Magiſtrates out of Syno- 
gopues,for Magiſtrates holds up the firſt Covenant,snd the 
ordinances which Chrift blotted out ; the firſt Priefthood 
which lips was to preſerve knowledge, Temple and Syno- 
gopues, ani Chriſt ſaid ro them that were his diſciples 
when they were brought before Magiſtrates, or ſcourged 
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in the Synogogues, the holy ghoſt ſhould reach them in 
the ſime houre what they were to lay ( marke ) the holy 
ghoſt ceach thele chat are come into the everlaſting Co- 
venant, as its knowne and witneſſed at this day, with chem 
that are in the Covenant of light, life, and peace, andihe 
holy ghoſt doch teach chem what to ſay in the ſame houre, 
to antver the Magiſtrate that holds up the firlt Prieſthood, 
whole lips was to preſerve knowledge, and the ordinances 
which Chriſt blotted out, and they thac were diſciples of 
Chriſt ceach to this Prieſthood, to ſhew them Chriſt Jeſus 
our of the Prophets which ſpeake of Chriſt chat was to 
come, when he was come, they being found in the words 
of c Moſes and the Prophets, but our of the life of 2oſes 
and the Prophets, therefore was thy blind guides and lead 
others into the dicch, and ſo ſaw not that which CM/2/es 
and the Prophets ſaw, and received it not when it came, 
though the Prophet fpake of Chriſt which wasco come, 
and ſoit tis at this day with them that have the words of 
the Scriptures, but be out of the life, ſtands againſt the 
life that gave it forth, ſtands agiinſt the things it ſpeaks 
Of. » | 
So now they that are in the Covenantthat is everlaſting, 
the holy ghoſt doth teach them what to ſay in the ſame 
houre, when they are brought and halled out ofthe Syna- 
gogue and before the Magiltrate, or before the changeable 
Priefthood, whoſe lips preſerves the peoples knowledpe. 
and Magiſtrates and people looks at them, and ſo doth not 
o#n the everlaſting Covenant, Chriſt Jeſus the Prophet tc 
beare him, which God hath raiſed up, which 2Z/es pro. 
pheſied of, and all the Prophets propheſied of, which now 
thouſands witnefſe glory to the Lord God for ever, 7/z. 
54. he faith af thy chilaren ſhall be taught of God, and 
great ſhall ve the peace of thy cmildren : and in righteouſneſſe 
fall they be eftabliſhed. Marke, the children of the Lord 
which are taught of the Lord, in righteouſneſle ſhall bc 
eſtabliſhed, for who are taught of the Lord, and eſtabli 
ſhed in righteouſneſie, they are in Chriſt the Tighteouſ- 
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nefle of God, who is the end of the Law for righteouſneſſe 
ſake; So you that have heard and learned of the Father 
cometh to Chriſt Gods righteouſneſſe, and heareth the 
Son the prophet ſes ſpoke of that God ſhould raiſe up. 
Now doe you believe that God hath raiſed up his Pro- 
piet that CA2/es ſpoke of that the people ſhould heare, 
that are holding up Prieſts that takes tithes, temple, or 
Synogogues, doe you believe that this Prophet is come 
that Mes ſpoke of that God ſhould raiſe up ; you that 
are hearing the Prieſts that are taking tithes, are not you 
them that are to be cut of which AZo/es ſpoke of, which 
heareth not his Son which God hath raiſed, are not you 
here out of the Covenant that is everlaſting, are not you 
Rranpers from the lite of God, the Covenant of peace, bur 
areinthe contuſion one with another, about words, the 
words of Chriſt, the Prophets, and Apoſtles, and fo are not 
the children tavght of the Lord which are ettabliſhed in 
righteouſneſſe. but ftrargers are from this Covenant of 
promiſe, and firangers from the life of God, through the 
alienatins of your minds, and fo arein the chargeable ; 
ſhail acy thing formed againft choſe children taught of the 
Lord, and eftabliſhed in righteouſneſle proſper ; and ſhall 
not they condemne every tongue that riſeth up in judg- 
ment againtt them; the children ofthe Lord that are 
ravght of him, and eſtabliſke4 in righteouſneſle ; are they 
acaine, that are tavphr of the firlt Prieſthood tht takes 
rhe tithes that is chaugeable,and holes up the Synogopues, 
and Iemple, and fi: | Coverant, are theſe eſtabliſhed in 
rightconſreſſe, and free from oppreſſion, which the chil- 
dren that are tcvght of che Lord and eltabliſhed'in righte- 
o2fncile from oppreſſion they are free; and David faith 
who ſaw beyord the ordinance- firſt Covenant that was to 
decay. and the firſt Prictithood that was to change, whole 
lip. was tO preſerve knowledpe, ard the people was to ſeek 
at bis lips; David that ſaw beyond that Priefthood ard 
Covenant that ſaw Chriſt, he out ſtripped all his teachers, 
Pjal. 2119. 99. 1 have wore underſtanding then all my tea- 
chers

ters; fo th Tiflimcry i«my meditation. Marke ; theTe- 
ſtimony of the Lord was his medication, for thou taughtelt 
me, how ſweet was thy words to my taſt, yea ſweeter then 
the honey. Marke ; bere David out ſtript them all, who 
had heard and was caught of God, and ſaid thou taught me, 
he out-ftript he had more underſtanding then all his tea- 
chers, and ſaid oh how love I thy Law, it is my meditation 
all the day, and faith Solomon his fon, Prov. 6. The Law 
3s light, who ſaid to doe juſtice is more then ſacrifice, who 
ſaid Prov. 8. [was with him in the beginning, before the 
earth was, and the hills was ſetl:d; and ſo he ſaw beyond 
the firſt Prieſthood, who ſaw in the beginning, and before 
the beginning, when he gave to the Seats decree and com- 
mandement, and appointed the foundation of the earth. 1 
was with him and took my ſolace in the compaſle of his 
earth, and my delight was with the children of ngen, when 
he eftabliſhed che clouds, when he prepared che heavens, 
before he made the mountaines, and ſettled the hills, when 
he had not made the earth, the field,or the higheſt part of 
the world, then wasI by him as one brought up wich him, 
daily his delight, here he ſees over all the world, Prov. 3+ 
And faith, fob. 12, which came to heare God, and after 
came to ſee him, aske now the Beaſt and they will reach 
thee, and the foules ofthe aire and they will tell thee, and 
ſpeake to the earth and it will teach thee, and the fiſh of 
the Sea and it will declare unto thee, who knoweth not 
thatinall theſe the hand of the Lord hath wrought, in 
whole hand is the ſoul of every living thing, and the breath 
of all mankinde. 

Marke ; minde this hand in which the ſoule of every 
living thing is, and the breath of all mankinde, marke this 
bard, feeie and know this hand, then you'l know that 
which dot che valiant things, and you'l come to know 
that which will reach you. 

And now is the time come of 1/ziahs propheſie,that the 
teacher (ha!l be no more removed into a corner, though 
they ve bread of aifliction, and water of affliction, and 
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thine eares ſhall heare a word behind thee, ſaying, this is 
the way walke ye init, row all people being ſtrangers from 
the Covenant of light, their faces roward Epype which is 
da:kreſſe, the word calis bebind, and all people being 
walking toward the firft Prieſthood that is changeable, and 
the firlt Covenant that is changeable, and doth decay, ard 
co the Synogogue and Temple, and the ordirance that 
Chrift blotted out, and maintain 8 the Prieſthood with 
tithes, which was of the firſt Prieſthood, which the com. 
mand 1s changed that made them, and the command difa.. 
nulled , now this word 1s behinc all theſe, for that is not 
the way, and the word faith this is the way from all thoſe 
wayes, the word faith Chriſt is, Chriſt is the way who faith 
learne of re, and faith God this is my beloved Son heare 
ye him, him that Joes ſaid God would raiſe up, this is the 
word, heres the voice behind, and who heareth this voice, 
and hath heard this word, heares the Son ; in theſe laſt 
dayes God hath ſpoken to us by his Son who is heire of all 
things whoſe name is called the word of Cod, R.v. 19. 


Now they that are of the Jewes was holding up Syno- 


gogUes, and Temple, and Prieſthood, that holds up the 
f:tt Covenant as the Jewes was; the Prielt that takes 
tithes, they will not heare this word, nor this voyce bchind 
him, they will none of Chriſt, will not ſuffer him to reigne 
over them, and ſo will not heare the Prophet that CMo;es 
ſaid God will raiſe up, and faid people ſhou'd heare, and fo 
diſobeyes XMeſes command, and Gods commard who 
faith this is my beloved Son heare ye him, and Chritts com- 
mand, who faith learne of me whoſe name is the word of 
God, fo they that had the letter know nor the word, ſo 
they that have the letter knowes not the voice, now nor the 
word but flyes to the Priefts lips, and Synogogues, and 
Temple, and there the Prieſts Jips that takes rhe tiches muſt 
preſerve their knowledge, and ſo will not heare the word, 
nor the voyce, ſo imprifons ard perlecutes chem that cr:mes 


$0 tell them of this word, and this lighr, and halle them 


out of the Synogogue, and put them into priſon as they 
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did in the dayes of the Jews, now here 1/aiah ſaw the word 
and the Covenant of light which the Apoftle preached and 
knew this voice, and this way which the people was to 
walke in, which he ſaw beyond ſacrifice, and offeringe,and 
Prieſthood, and firſt Covenant, tor he ſaw Chrilt, 2nd jaid 
this is the man whom God hatch regard to, wlio was ofa 
broken heart and contrice ſpirit, and trembles ar his word, 
1/a. 66. and Feremiah which law beyo: d che firlt covenant, 
firſt Prieſthood, and Tables of ttone, Rtacutes, and ordinan- 
ces, ſaith the Lord by him ; ] will make 4 new Covenant 
with the houſe of 7/-ael; 1aith the Lord after theſe dayes, 
mind, 1/e put my Law in their minas, Ile write it in their 
hearts, Ile be their God, and they ſoall be my people. marke, 
here was dayes when the Law was eſtabliſhed in ſtone, and 
they were to write them upon the walls, and upon poſts, 
and they were to have fringes to put them in remembrance 
of them, now here was theſe dayes, bur fait': the Lord after 
theſe dayes, 7le put my Law in thr hearts, they had put 
them in Tables of ſtone, there was thele dayes, theſe dayes 

the peopl- was to have che Law taught, and to have the 
Lord taiight and his Lawes, and his ftatutes, and his ordt. 
Nances- 

Now the Law being written in the heart according to 
the promiſe ot the Lord, who pertormes and fulfills his 
words according as it is ſpoke, who faith, He will put bis 
Law in their inward parts, and write them in their hearts, 
after thoſe dayes ( marke ) after the former dayes, and I 
will be a God to them, and they ſhall be my people, and they 
ſhall reach no more every man his neighbour, and every 
man his brother ſaying know the Lord, tor they ſhall all 
know me from the grearteit to the leait of them, ſaith the 
Lord, and Ile be mercifull to their unrighreouſneſſe, For 
1le forgive their iniquity and remember their ſins no more. 
Now while the Law was written withour in the Tables of 
ſtone, or upon the poſts, and had f inges to put them in 
mind of the Law, they taughr every man his neighbour, 


and every man his brother, But theſe were the dayes when 
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the Laws were written upon ſtone, the firſt Prieſthood, the 
firft Covenant ttandins. Now after theſe dayes, the end 
of the firſt Prieſthood, the firſt Covenart,and the decaying 
of ir, this comes to witnefle the Lord having written his 
Law in their hearts, avd put them intheir inward parts, 
marke, the Lord having done this, every one feeling this 
which the Lord hath done putting his Law tr, their inward 
parts, and written them in their hearts ; they feel here the 
Lord nigh them, and they that feelesthis, feeles the pro- 
miſe of God fulfilled, and knows the Lord, he having pur 
his Law in their hearts, for this will teach: every man to 
know the Lord, and here every one ſhall feele the Lord is 


mercifull co their unrighteouſneſle, and their iniquities,and 


their fins he will remember no more, ſuch as feele the Law 
written in their heart, his-promiſe fulfilled, knowes this, 
and knowes the Lord, yea the leaſt of them to the greateſt 
of them, fo that they ſhall not.need to teach one another, 
ſaying, know the Lord ; thus faith the Lord who hath 
prom:ſed this, which giveth the Sun for a light by day, and 
the ordinances of the Moon, and the Stars, . for alight by 
nighe, which devideth the ſeas when the waves thereof 
roare,the Lord of hoſts is his name,mark, If theſe ordinances 
depart from before me ſaith the Lord, then ſhall the ſeed of 7 (> 
racl ceaſe from being a Nation before me for ever. 

And now is the Lord known, and his promiſe fulfilled, 
and his ordinances performed, who hath put his Law in 
their hearts and written them in the inward parts of his 
people, and he is their God, and theſe need not teach eve- 
ry man his brother, and every man his neighbour, ſaying, 

know the Lord, for they ſhall aſl know me from the leaſt 
co the greateſt, ſaith the Lord, and theſe.they ſhewing this 
That the Law of God written in their hearts, they know the 
Lord, the leaS? to the greateſt, fer. 31. and Ezck, 11. faith 
the Lord to him, 7le give them one heart, and Ile put a 
new ſpirit within you, and Ile take their ſtony heart ou; of 
their fleſh,and give them a heart of fleſh, that they may walke 
in my ſtatutes; and keep-mine ordinances to dce them, and they 
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ſhall be my pee ple, and Ile be their Ged, and now tl:1s ſpiritis 
wicneſſed which the Lord hatch put within his people,. and 
hath given then; a new heart, and this is the one heart, 


the new heart which the people of God comes to be joy- 


ned together withall to God,an4 this brivgs them to know 
Gods ftatutes and his ordinances, and this brings them to 
know the Lord to be their God, and thernlelves to be kis 
people according to his promiſe, they ſhall be xnto me a Ftv- 
ple, and Ile be unto them a God, but as for tboſe hearts chat 
walkes- after the heart of their own Ceteftable things, and 
their own abominations, 7/z recompence their way upon 
their 9wy heads ſaith the Lord God. 

Now heres the end and portion of ſuch who walkes 
from the light of Chrift,walkes from the light, fo from the 
Law, for the Law is hght, but they that witneſle the new 
hearc, the one hearc, it it be thouſands, yea ten thouſands, 
theſe walkes over all the abomination and deteltable things 
of the world, and fees the Lord. recompencing upon their 
ovn heads, ſuch as walkes after their own hearts, they are 
not in this one heart, but in the heart. that is deſperately 
wicked, and deceirfull, and that is the old heart, the cor- 
rupt heart that is deſperately wicked, and this is the por- 
tion of them that wa'kes after deteſtable things and abov- 
minations, God will recompence their own way upon their 
own heaas, marke, T heir own way upon their own heads, and 
{aich Chriſt the ſecond Prieſt, the righteouſneſle of God, 
the everlaſting, Covenant of light, life, and peace, when he 
was to leaye his diſciples, and to paſſe away from them, 
faich he, 1le ſend you the comforter, tothem the comforter 
which is the holy ghoſt, whom the father will ſend in my 
name, he ſhall teach you all things, marke, they that was 
of Chriſt and followed.him, the Comforter che holy ghoſt, 
ſhould come unto them, from the father, which Chrilt 1s 
the way to, which holy ghoſt-ſhould teach them all things, 
and bring ail things to their remembrance. Whatever I 
ave ſpoken to you, now mark this is it that muſt teach,and 


was t0 teach, and mult bring all things to remembrance 
which 
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which Chriſt hath ſpoken to his diſciples, marke, this 
brings to remembrance, the holy ghoſt, the Comforer 
which comes from the Father, the Spirit of truth, which 
leadsinto all truth,now who would have any thing to teach 
them,and to bring to their remembrance all the things thar 
Chriſt hath ſpoken, and to teach them and not the Com- 
forter the holy ghoſt, they are belides the thing, ard 
theres all the jangling about the words. 

Ard this 1s it which brings them to remembrance, which 
the ſzme bap;izeth and ſhucteth out of the old memory 
the words, he which hath them in che old memory, hatch 
not tize holy ghoſt to teach him; Now thouſands are 
come to witreſle tie holy ghoſt, ſuch asare learned in let- 
ter, ard unlearnedin letter, which holy ghoſt teacherh 
them, ard brings to their remembrance the things that 
Chriſt hach ſpoken, it brings them to merrory that which 
is brought ro memory, and not without it is 1,07 tavighe , 
neither learned nor unearned as Peter \p*#ks of but this is 
it that teacheth, the holy ghoſt, ane briugs co memory, 
and lets ten: ſee the words, ye all things as Chriſt hath 
ſpok-n ; ſo peaceT leave with you. 

A::d che diſciple: and Apoſtles which witneſſed Chriſts 
reſurr«&tion, and heard him, witnefle clie holy phoſt tea- 
chip, thele had received the holy ghoft from the father, 
wh ch chings faich the Apottle wealſo ſpeake, not with 
wo'ds of mus wildome, marke net with words that the 
mans wiid me teacherh, buc which the holy ghoſt tea- 
cheth, comparing ſpirituall thi .gs, witli 'pirituall things, 
marke thele ſpezkes not in the words which mans wiidome 
teacheth, not in the words take norice of that, but which 
the hoiy glioſt reackheth.and ſo theſe witneſſed now Chriſts 
worc's fulfilled, the holy ghoſt ſhall teach you, and bring 
to their remembrance whatioever I have jpoker. to you, 
no: theſe ſaw Chrifts words fulfilled, which we do now as 
be in his li:e, and witreſſe the holy ghoſt, for theſe come 
to witneſle that are here. tht which Chrift ſpake come to 
paſſe and injoyesir, here every one comes co know what 
the

with ſpir:tuall things, and then you that a-e cometo this

andare deſireing to be ceschers of the Law. 1 Tim, 1 un- 
derftanding neither what they ſay, nor what they affirme, 
we ſay the Law is gool if it be uſed lawfully, marke, and 
rake notice of this, the Law 1s good it it be uſed law ully, 
kno ving this, that 1t 15 made for the unrighreous and law- 
Jeſſe, knowing it is not made for the righreous, bur tor the 
Jawleſſe, ungodly, diſobedient, and ſianers, for the nnho- 
ly, prophane, murderers of fathers, of mothers, man Jay. 
ers, tor whoremongers, and thcm that deftiles themſelves 
with m.nkind, for liers, for perjured perſons, if there be 
any thing that is contrary to ſound tucrine, according ro 
the $10:19us Goſpel of the glurious God, which is the 
power of Gd, for theſe actions are contrary to the righ- 
reous, ſoit was made for tuch, and not for the righ.eous, 
Fur Chriſt i the end of the Law fur righteouſneſſe ſake, ro e- 
very one that believech, Neverthelefſe the Law is good in 
its place upon them thar doe not believe, but be in the fin 
and pleading for it, and ſuch are teachers of the Law, 
which doe aot know waat they affirme, nor whereof they 
ſpeake, for them that wid preach Chriit, that was tanght of 
the holy ghoR, ſaid the Law was changed by which = 
| Prielt- 
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Prieſthood was made, and the commandment was diſanul.. 
led which gave them tithes, and io cho!'e teachers of the 
Law which they did not know what they affirmed, nor 
whereof they ſpoke, was not teached by the holy ghoft, 
which iets ſee Chriſt the end of the Law,the righteouſneſſe 
of God to every one that believes for righteonſneſſe 
ſake. 

Now the Apoſtle who witneſſed Chriſt Jeſus the ever- 
laſting Covenant, who ſaw the end of the Law, the end of 
the firlt Prieſthood, the decaying of the Covenant, injoyed 
this which the Prophet feremiah did give Teſtimony of, 
and faw it fulfilled. Now faith the Apoſtle if that firſt Co- 
venant had been faultleſſe then ſhould be no place be found 
for the ſecond, tor finding fault with them he ſaith, Behold 
che aayes come ſaith the Lord when 1 will make a new Cove- 
ant with the houſe of }ſrael, and the houſe of fudah, and nit 
according to the Covenant that I made with their fathers in 
the day when ] took them by the hand,marke, ro lead them out 
of the land if Egypt, becauſe they continued not in my ( ove- 
nant, I regard them not ſaith the Lord, marke, becauſe they 
did not contirue in Gods Covenart, he regarded them 
r.0t, but now the Covenant which God makes with his 
people, not according to that Covenant which the peo- 
ple did not continue in, the Lord regarded them nor, for 
this is the Covenant that 1le make with the houſe of 7/7ae/ 
after theſe dayes ſaith the Lord, 1le put my Law in their 
minds and write them in thr hearts, I will be to them a Grd, 
ard they ſnall be to we a people, and they ſhall not need to teach 
every man his neighbuur, or every man by brither, for they 
ſhall all knew me frcem the leoſt to the preatcſt , and 1le be 
merciful! to their unrighteonſuſſe, and their ſins and iniqui- 
ties Ile remember no'more. He ſaith a new Covenart, te 
made the fi:ſt old. Marke, now that which decayeth ard 
waxeth 01d, is ready to vaniſh away, now who are in this 

new Covenant, not according to the o!d made with the 
houſe of ?/-ac!, ard the houſe of 7xdab, harh the aw pur 
in their mirdes, the Law of Ged, and written in their 
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hearts, theſe witneſle the light for the Law is lighr, thy 
Law is light, and they need not to teach his neighbour. or 
his brocher, tor this will t each every man, yea the leaſt to 
the greateſt, and who witneſſe this light, the Law written 
in their hearts, and in their minds put, they know and wits 
neſſe him that is mercifull to their unrrighteouſneſſe, and 
their ſinnes and iniquities he will remember no more, who 
hath put his Law in their minds, and writ it in their hearts, 
here the Lord is their God, and they are his people, and 
they that are here witnefſe the new Covenant received 
from God, and he maketh the firſt old, mark, he makech 
the firlt old, they that bein the old, and the decaying, and 
mans wifdome teaching, theſe be out of the new Covenant,

comes to abide in the Son, but who abides in that, and 
are taught with that, with the anoynting, and even 
as it teacheth them, they ſhall abide in him,in him by whom 
the world was made. And ſo the ſeducer, and mans tea- 
ching people draweth from the anoynting that abideth in 
chem that muſt teach them; for if the man-teacher, and 
the ſeducer ſuffers people to own thac which abidech in
